Extraordimiry iSwiiniiiing Feat. 

The London "Daily News," of July 
5, has the following: "A reiuiuknble 
exehibitioii of natotory power iiml skill 
took place ill the I'liaines on Saturday 
afternoon, wliea Capt. ^Vullb luuler- 
took to perform tlie unprecedented 
feat of swimniin<^ from Blackwall to 
Gravosend.a distance of twenty miles. 
Mr. Wohbis a nt urdy,\vell proportion- 
ed En^lisliiiian . tweiity-si'veii years of 
age, Ktands live feel, ( iyht inelies, aii<l 
•woigLs about fourteen ttoiio. jilaster 
of a merchantman trading between 
LiveriDOol aud Ireland, he has not, 
hitherto appeared in tlio c:ai>acity o{ 
professional or amateur swiinnier, but 
he has fromearl^' life accnstoiuotl him- 
self to the water, and lias wiicceodod in 
accomplishing more than one notable 
exploit. Chief among these was a gal- 
lant display of heroism from on board 
the Russia, one of the Ciinaril lino of 
steamers, when in niid-Atlant ie on her 
way from Now York to Liverpool, in 
April, l^Td. When the ship was going 
at full speed through a heavy sea, 
against half a gale of wind, a sailor, 
fell overboard. Mr. Wood, then serv- 
ing as abh' seaman. jiiniped after him 
immediately, but the .sailor had dia- 
appeareil never to rise again, and the 
brave man who had plunged in was 
soon loft far behind, out of sight, buf- 
feting with the waves. i"or thirty-flve 
minutes his fate was uncertain, until 
the ship put about, and a boat which 
hfidbei'n pri)m|itly lowered, succeeded 
in picking liiiu up. For this courageous 
action Mr. Well was rewarded by a 
subscription of £100 raised by the 
passengers, the silvri- nicdals of the 
Liver};ool and Koyal llulnane Socie- 
ties, anil the Staiilu)i)e gidd medal 
given by the hitter sociely lor thf best 
"case" of the year. This medal was 

!)resented to him by the Duke of Edin- 
jurgh as chairman of tho luie hun- 
dredth 11 iuii\ersary dinner of tho .so- 
ciety at the l''ri;enias(ius' Tavern, in 
May, LS7;i. The present feat wtis un- 
dertaken for a small wagor of "£20 to 
£10 acceptetl by tho adventurous voy- 
ageur. Mr. Beckwith, teacher of 
Bwimming.and a small party of friemls 
went down |jer steamer Falcom to 
Blackwall, and followed C'apl. Webb 
on his course. Hejilunged into the 
mid-channel of iho Thames at 2:25 
o'clock, on the first of a slow ebb on a 
calni and rather dull afterncjuii. Feel- 
ing contideiit that ho could sustain 
himself .against tho coltiness nf the 
water, and kiii.jwmg alsn t hat swim nung 
was to him lis walking to an ordinary 
man, Mr. Webb took his work gent- 
ly. Striking well out with his hands, 
and re.'^ting on his chest, ho drove 
himself hleailily ulung wilii smart 
strokes I ly the feel. At lirst it W'Oild 
seem tba' tiio power S' i small an 
object as (nio man in a v.tst c.xjjanso of 
water wou 111 be altogether inadequate 
to cover twenty miles; but when 
in little more than an hdur and n 
half uctiily one-half the distance had 
been accoiuplished aud Capt.^Vebb was 
still vi^i)r(;us as ever, the chances 
being decidedly in his favor. On re- 
ceiving,' at i his stage thi('(.' .^ncrcssivo 
sijis (it tuaiidy and water, hi- declared 
himself In still iiiiilc flesh, and to 
all a]ii)earaiice shnwe I im signs <A fall- 
ing oil'. A thunder storm of heavy 
rain passed over without interfering 
with the steady progress of the swim- 
mer, wlei, lying ehi' lly mi liie tdiest, 
tool-; an occasional change to ilm side 
for a liiief iieiiod. The expedition was 
11)1 gem rally known, but at various 
stages of the course, and especially in 
passing the training ships, the gallant 
swimmer was warmly cheered. At 
Koslierville and (iravesend ipiile a 
flotilla (d' boats gathered around tho 
still active and vigorous form of the 
swiiiiiucr, and at. 7:bS olT (iravesend 
Town pier Cajit. ^Vebb was taken on 
board his attendant boat amid general 
plaudits. Tho twenty miles was doiio 
in four hoiii:,, lifly three iniiiiibis, on 
a tiile riiiiiiing aboul four niile.s an 
hour. t'.'ipt. Webb was [)ide and 
seemed soii.cwluit chilled b_i lus long 
immersion, but, accoiiliug to his own 
outspoken and manly words, was 'All 
right.' Tho feat is undoubtedly one 
of the most exti-aordiiiaiy of the kind 
ever accoiiiplifih('d. Iti.ssaid that a 
swim across the chanind v> ill bo next 
attomiitod.. Cajit. \\'elib in a native 
of Shropshire, and a son of a surgeon 
in that county.

When wo look at I ho bill of ShorilV's 
feos publislicil hy uh a fc-vv iliiya ago, 
amoiiutiu;^ to .^1271 ^7, we sire iiH- 
tounded to think that a system nllow- 
ing such a bill Hhoitld have Ijoen tol- 
erated so long among.'it ua. We took 
occasion not long since to rcmfirk on 
the largo amounts exacted by the 
Goverumont for the pri\'ilege only of 
Buiug, and in tho SlicrilT'a bill we have 
a Bpeciuieu of the logiti charges uf tho 
chief exocut'vc otlicers of the Courts, in 
enforcing their process. Nnthiug is 
Bald iu that bill of the attor- 
ney's' and barristers' fees, or dis- 
bursements to witnesses, imt, whim all 
are added tho country will .'itaiul 
aghast at tho enonuonti amount, and 
we can rcadil \' understand why there 
IB so little civil business in the courts 
of the Province. As to this HheiilV's 
bill let us set.' what is the practice in 
other provinces, say in Ontario: — 
There, wheu an executimi is placed in 
the bauds of a Sherifl", ho ia command- 
ed to levy "bis own fees, goundagos, 
and incidental expenses" from the de- 
fondant's goods, and he cannot charge 
the plauititl' or party suing out. the 
execution unything. If theri; ai'e no 
goods he has no fees except the small 
fee of 25 cents for rerei\ ing tho writ 
nnd 75 cents for rutiiniing nuiln bund. If 
there are anj gouds he levies his fees 
thereon and pays the plaintilt' his debt 
and interest. As to the ainonnt he coulil 
charge tho lU'feiuiiuil : S:iy :ui cX'>cution 
issued for lno c.iit of the (Jui'in's licneh, 
and the uefeiuhoil s i^omls wci-i- solil un- 
der it, the following w(juld bo his foes. 
Receiving writ, '1^ i;cats; warrant to bail- 
ilT, r)0 cents; poun(hige,5 per cent, on tho 
first .S-lt'O, schedule of goods aeizeil, 
$1; notices of side, SI; return of writ, 50 
couts; mileage, 10 cents per mile from 
county to where .seizure i.s made, say 50 
miles, §5 — in all, S2S. lioruoving cu- re- 
taining property, rcRsonable and uecessa- 
Ty disbursemouts iind nUowances to bo 
made by tlie taftster or by order of the 
Court or Judge. These charges are com- 
pletely dwarfed when compared to tho 
charges in onr Province. We do not hoc 
■why we should pny so much more hero 
than iu other Provinces, where peopht 
are richer and able to pay more. Tu 
make a plaintifl' pay .■ihcriiV's ch.irgos on 
ezeoutions would naturally relieve tho 
sheriff from doing his duty. The incen- 
tive to look after goods is tho pros[i(>et of 
leea. Make the ])hii;ihlV li.ibu! and tho 
BherilT bi,i'oiue.i e;ii <)lc; s. but no .-vstrmi 
should tolerate sach furs to In; jjuiil by 
ony )3Grsou — j)laiiilifl' or lU fonil.-.nt. It 
■would ruin a mtjdcr.itely well olV man to 
have a sheriO' after him with suoh charges 
BS Mr. Esmonds'. Tho tariff regulating 
the sheriff's fees was established in 1870, 
and it is high time that there should be 
a general reduction, suited to tlio allorod 
oiroumstauces of the Province, of Uic !

has been taken by tho IS- , 'Westmin- 
stor organ, who, notwithstanding hio 
l)rop jsition for now Torm.s, insisbs that 
the mission was a success because Mr.

"compensation" for the non-commonc- 
ment uf railway work on the Main- 
land. AVc have always contended 
thai the Tslainl road musi bo regard- 
ed ill the light of "eouipensation," a 
contention whicdi the paper wo have 
now under consideration has always 
combatted. It follows, then, that if 
tho madcap nii.sfiion was successful the 
Island road should at this moment be 
underwoigh; yot people along tho lino 
still await patiently tho striking of the 
first "lick." Tho "compensation" 
terms brought back by tho Premier 
called for the Immediate cotifitrucllon of the 
lino from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, "com- 
pensation" which he might have secured 
by negotiating with Edgar. Now, if tho 
Premier had brough' bacli hotter terms 
than Edgar olTered,- -if , for instance, ho 
hail "ecu rod a niodilied taritf for the lio- 
iielit of tlio district in whioli the Herald 
is printed and of other loi;alitios, and 
had socurod a grant of money for narrow 
guage railways so as to enable the farm- 
ers to reach the const with their produce 
to "compensate" them for llieir disap- 
pointment through the nonjjroseculiou 
of railway works, we should have beou 
among tho hrst to pronounce the mission 
a great nnd glorious "success." lint as 
the only "copipousidion" he si>cured was 
tho bshuid liailway (which Kdgur oiVered) 
nnd as that work has yot to be couimcnc- 
od; as ho soeuis to have neglected to ask 
for "compensation" for the Mainland, 
and as his chief organ on the Mainland 
is proposing a further change which will 
involve an abandonment or postponement 
of both the Mainland and Island lines, 
we confess we cannot see where the "suc- 
cess" comes in. Can the reader ? While 
nn this subject we may as well point out 
that the Local Oovernment organs are 
again out of tune. Per example: At 
\ ictoria W(> llml the Sl'indiird threatening 
ti) secede and do .all sorts of naughty 
things to Canada if the Railway is not 
commenced immedialoly ; at New W'est- 
luiuster we find the Herald proposing the 
abandonment of both Island and Main- 
land lines. At Victoria and New 
Westminster wo find both the Standai-d 
and the Herald supporting tho employ- 
ment of Chinese as against white labor 
on Govornmont works; at Cariboo wo 
find the Sentinel vehement in advocating 
an opposite policy! Wo offer no com- 
ment on this extraordinary anomaly. 
We merely stato tho fact and leave the 
org«ns to explain away the inconsisten- 
cies — if they can.

Shocking Murder. 

A Fathar Throw* Ola Infant Child Prom a 
Tfailrd>Story Window. 

Philadelphia, July 27. — Last even- 
ing a man uamecl Patrick Broderick, 
sailiiif,' unrler the name of Patrick Har- 
rington, deriving tho latter surnamo 
from his tatnpfathcr, while in n drunk- 
en frenzy, throw hi.s infant child out 
of a third-story window, and instautly 
killed it. Tho brutal tragedy was com- 
mitted under tho following circpmstan- 
co.fi: liroilorick live.s at No. HO-l South- 
I'ront- fitroet, his fuiiiily oecupyinn- the 
third-.story rooms. Ho id thirty year.s 
of ago, and his only child, a daughter, 
was but six mouths old. Aa usual 
with hiiiif bo went out hist night and 
spaiit .some hours at a suloou, where 
his frequent drinking tliorouglily in- 
toxicated him hoforo cloven o'clock. 
From tho snlooii, wlioro he iind Hjieiit 
hia money for whiskey, he returned to 
Ilia homo, only lo arouiie his neighbors 
by liis abusive lanoiiiigu to hie wife. 
His wife heard him cursing as ho came 
stumbling up the stairs, and got up 
from bed, where she loft the sleeping 
child. 

As Hooti ns Broderick entered tlio 
rooin ho struck his wife, heaped male- 
ilisiions uijon her bead, and oxorted 
such contaiiHHi vi'.)lenco tlint .she crie(1 
for help, aud eudoavoied to escape 
from tho room, which she at length 
succeeded \n. She left the infant in 
bed, never in tlie Hliglitcr^l suspecting- 
tlint till} viok'ucG of tho father would 
turn upon tiis helpless child. The neigh 
bors by this time had gathered about 
tho house, and by the aid of the bright 
moonlight wore able to oatch a goiid, 
view of tho tlniukou man, as ho appoar- 
ed at tlio window. SuiLleiily tho 
spect.itors were liorritieil to See iiiin 
apjiioucli tho window with the child 
in his anna, and before oven a thought 
of intercepting him in his terrible 
deed, he hurled tho little innocent to 
the pavement below, which it struck, 
limp and lifeless. A cry of agony 
went up from tlie gathering, above 
which was tho mother's shrill note of 
despair, aa she rushed to pick up her 
murdered child. 

.\ rusli of mou and women was 
mndo into the house, but when thev 
reached tho third-floor rooms tho 
mui'derer was not to bo found. ORl- 
corsBibbin and Firth, who were among 
the lutinbor, eommencod lo search for 
him luul found him at last, and brought 
biiii back to the scono of his debauch 
iu tho early ovening. ^Vlleu they 
approached, he asked but one ques- 
tion, "Ih my child dead?" They an- 
swered, ' Yea, " and he hung his head 
and said nothing more.
